PATRON SAINT OF 
‘PORTUGAL. 


" BIG- CELEBRATIONS IN 
~~ MACAO. 


LAST THIRTEEN DAYS. 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 
os Macao, June 16, 

The seventh centenary of the 
denth of St. Antony of Lisbon, or 
of Padua, 1s he is sometimes called, 
was celebrated throughout — the 
Catholic world on June. 18. At. 
Macao the feast was celebrated 
with special pomp und dignity in 
observances extending over thir- 
tecy days and concluding on June 
14. 

St, Anthony Is the most celcbrat- 
ed of tha Portuguese sainta in the 
calendar of the Catholic church, and 
is the Patron Saint of ,his native 
land. He is also tho’ Patron Saint 
of many cities,  conspicuoun 
among which is Padua, in Italy, 
where he attained to considerablo 
fame «4 a teacher and where he 
diced. 

One of the first churches to ‘be 
erected at Macao was built in hon- 
our of this saint, not far away from 
the Grotto of Camoens. The bulld- 
ing has suffered many , alterations 
since ft was firat constructed and in 
honour of the celebrations — this 
year the front of the building was 
entirely rebuilt, and among the 
mnny embellishments to the church 
were the installation of 2 peal of 
new bells and a beautiful, life-size 
representation of the saint in a 
niche over the main entrance, The 
cost of these improvements to the 
church were .defrayed by public 
subscription, 

During the thisteen days preced- 
ing that on which the feast con- 
cluded there were daily observances 
in the chureh, and both morning 
and evening services were attend- 
ed by Jarge numbers of — parish- 
ioners, 

Help for the Poor. 

St. Anthony js, in a special man- 

ner, the patron of the indigent, 


and in his name much help fs ren- 


dered to the poor at Macao, frres- 
pective of nationality or creed, and 
annual gifts of food, clothing, and 
pecuniary aid, in addition ta month- 
ly allowances, ure made asa 
solemn yeurly observance. On the 
ocension of the haint's feast this 
year it wan felt that only an ex- 
traordinary distribution of alms 
would be fitting, and by public sub. 
scription and an open-air fete, to- 
gethor with n big raffle, several 
thousands of dollars were collected 
in the cause, the public responding: 
generotsly with their assistance. 

The fete extended over the last 
three days of the celebrations, and 
the church building as well as 
scores of private residences and 
scholastic institutions were gaily 
iNuminated in honour of the occa- 
gion. 

The religious’ ceremonies con- 
cluded with a bly procession, the 
itinerary of which was of extra- 
ordinary length, the route being em- 
bellished. with triumphal arches and 
other decorations. 

’ Ancient Custom. . 

. The procession is a survival of: 
an ancient practice at Macno, and 
in connexion with which an old ctts- 
tom, now abolished, was for the 
members of the Muncipal Council 
to hand to the church authoritics a 
sum of money equivalent to the 
yearly pay of a Heutenant-coloncl, 
the saint being considered an 
honorary colonel in the Portuguese 
Army. The money so received was 
employed in charitable benefac- 
tions. ° 

Amongst the ten thousand per 
sons who participated in the pro- 
cession and the other concluding 
ceremonies were hundreds of puo- 
ple from Hongkong all the exctr- 
ofan vesesls returning fiztres show- 
ing exceptionally large numbers of 
Passengers, It is only an extraor- 
dinary celebration that can bring 
ac many over from Hongkong at 
one time.

CRIME PREVENTION. 


CLOSER CO-OPERATION OF | 
PUBLIC WANTED. 


Strossing the mecd for closer 
co-operation between the public 
and the Polico in the suppression 
of erlme, and the need for more 


‘| members of the Chineso community 


to take an interest In Police and 
Police Reserve work,* Mr. C. G. 
Perdue addressed . big audience 
last night at the Chinese Y.MLC.A. 
on “How the public can assist the 
Police to prevent ¢rime.” 


In introducing the speaker, Mr. 
Lo Po-yin said that Mr. Perdue 
was spenking from over ten years’ 
experience of Police work in thin 
British Colony and his deep under- 
standing of the Chinese language 
and customs, : 


After naming robbery, snatch- 
ing, kidnapping and gambling as 
the most common forms of crime 
In Hongkong, Mr. Perdue remarked 
that kidnapping was the most 
dangerous crime and one of the 
most difficult to suppress. Te 
anid that Hongkong has not got 
more Police in proportion to popu- 
lation than London. With a popu- 
lation of 850,000 Hongkong had a 
Police force of 2,000 members 
whereas it required 20,000 police- 
men to do the sume work in Lon- 
don which had ao population of 
7,500,000. 


The speaker referred to the very 
best way of assisting the Police to 
prevent crime, by joining the 
Police. Resirve. The Honorary 
Commissioner of the Chinese Com. 
pany of the Police Reserve was 
Dr. S. W. Tso, «» member of the 
Legislative Council, whq was no 
special constable during the sen- 
men's strike in 1922 and again in 
1925, and Mr. Perdue urged that 
Dr. Tso's footsteps should be fol- 
lowed by Chinese embued with a 
desire to assist the suppression of 
crime. 


Coptinuing, Mr. Perdue said: 


“One of the most cowardly 
forma of crime is that of cruelty 
to children. Jt is the duty of 
Police to deal with every form of 
crime, and Police must deal with 
«any cases of cruelty to children 
which come to their notice. If 


‘you see or know of any case of 


cruelty to children or uny case 
where children are suffering on 
account of the extreme poverty or 
ignorance of the parents, it is 
your duty to report the case to the 
Hon. Secretary of the H. K. Society 
for the Protection of Children.” 


The speaker also mentioned that 
Chinese boys should take more in- 
terest by joining the St. John 
Amliulance, Boy Scouts and taking 
up various forms of sports such 
ag. swimming, ele. Summing up, 
‘Mr. Perdue said that the public 
should take an interest in the 
Poliée Foree and help the Police, 
expecially as “regards robberies, 
snatching, kidnapping and gam- 
bling. 

The lectuge was interpreted by 
Mr. Li Yingepiu. ,

PRISON UNREST. 


The main thought which will oc- 
cur to the average man on reading 
the reports of the continued un- 
rest in Vietorin Gaol will be that 
the prison officials are faced’ with 
an extremely dificult and trying 
task in attempting to preserve dis- 
cipline in an institution which has 
had its day and which is alto- 
gether inndequate for present-day 
purposes, There ean be no doubt 
that the overcrowded state of the 
prison is the. main factor in the 
situation, greatly facilitating, as 
it does, «communication between 
the inmates. As Mr. Franks per- 
tinently observes, discipline must 
be jeopardised when men, 
thrown together to the extent that 
they are in Victoria Gaol, The 
Government, or course, in 
thoroughly - well aware of the 
short-comings of the local prison 
establishments, and of the necea- 
sity of more adequate nccommoda- 
tion being provided. These are 
days, however, when very. little 
money can be spared for even 
such an obvious necessity as a 
new prison. The pity is that the 
need, so long recognised, was not 
met yenra ago, when hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were sunk 
in the ground on foundations for 
a gaol on the mainland which has 
never been built. rn 
Tt is clear, however, that the 
problem will have to be faced, as 
the matter is one of extreme ur- 
gency. Neither to the gaol staffs 
for to he public is it fair to ex- 
pect present conditions to be 
tolerated’ much longer. There is 
plenty of evidence to show that 
discipline has so broken down in 
our main gaol, due to the reasons 
we have quoted, that a serious or- 
xanised outbrenk may be staged 
at any tine, What that would in- 
volve were it on-a large scale, we 
do not care to coytemplate. It 
has been suggested that, quite 
apart . from the, overcrowding, 
there are other factors which con- 
duce fo the planning of plots, by 
convicts. One of these, to which 
we have previously alluded, is 
that bad characters, knowing that 
conditions in the gaol] are by no 
means” objectionnble, do not 
hesitate to commit misdemeanours, 
for the oxpress purpose of getting

Segregation may 
be diMcult in the overcrowded con- 
ditlons which prevail, but it is 
patent that so long aa there is this 
mixing ‘of short-term and long- 
term meh, the task of the plotter 
fa made infinitely casier than 
would otherwise be the case. 

There is still another matter 
which appears to deserve “atten- 
tion, namely, the question of the 
punishment of men resisting au- 
thority. We have heard ft said 
that, generally speaking, the men 
who’ give the most trouble in this 
yegord are not the old hands, ‘buat 
the men who com: in for short 
terms. They are stated to be the 
chief resisters of prison  dis- 
cipline and the ones who indulge 
in such filthy acts as spltting at 
the warders. The trouble is that 
when prisoners commit offences, 
certain routine procedure haa to 
be gone through befere they can 
be punished, and it is suggested 
that if authority were given the 
prison offichals tp mete out sum- 
mary punishment where 2 man’s 
guilt is obvious, there would be 
far less trouble encountered. We 
realise the danger of investing of- 
ficiala anywhere with undue aue 
thority, but, after all, a prison is 
a place where stern and ‘effective 
discipline is an absolute necessity, 
Moreover, unusual conditions such 
aa those prevailing in our gaols at 
present, would appear to call for 
unusual measures if the mischief 
is to be nipped in the bud. As 
we have already remarked, how- 
ever, the main necessity is new 
prison accommodation, 
that is provided, every possible 
step should be taken by the au- 
thorities to back up the personnel 
of the. goal staffs and to sec: that 
they and the public are nol ex- 
posed to undue risks.

SLOST in the ARCTIC. 


By NORMAN R. COLLINS. 


‘N a morbid moment J once cal- 
culated how ‘many books my‘ 
work compelled me to read in the 
course of a yenr ‘fhe ana\or, 1 
was appalled to find, ‘came out on 
the wrong side of n (Kousand. 

Nine hundred and ninety aro not 
worth reading. But it {a that nine- 
nnd-ninety-first that makes the 
time well lost. 

Thus, I have: just:come upon a 
thin, — inconspicnots, —_privately- 
printed booklet that contains with- 
in its 70 pages one.of the great 
epics of modern adventure, the 
account of a commercial argos 
that set out magnificently wit! 
wireless and an auxiliary acro- 


-|plane, all.in the modern manner, 


and finally became simplified into 
a handful of starving men in the 
Arctic desperately struggling a 
hundred miles for a meal. 

The volume, which is probably 
the only one in existence’ that ia 
dedicated to an Eskimo, ' is the 
“Diary of the MacAlpinc Aerial 
Expedition.” -The author is Mr. 
Richard Pearce, Editor of the 
“Northern Miner,” one of Colonel 
MacAlpine’s party of eight mineral 
prospectors who were lost in 
Northern Alnska from September 
12 till. November 2 in 1929, 

The author says, “Let  anjon2 
who may come into possession of 
a copy of this diary be warned that. 
he will find no lterary style.” Do 
not believe hiro. That he possesses 
the incomparable style af saying 
a vivid thing in a simple way I 
propose to show by quoting from 
the jornal which he kept while 
even Life itself was doubtful. 


No Ship Came. : 

On the second page we read how 
the party set out by aeroplane to 
meet a supply ship. No ship came. 
Two days later, the ‘ship's bonts 
cami Into sight. 

‘The Captain told us that on the 
26th, while Gregory waa starting 
the auxiliary engine, fire broke out 
in the engine room.

INSURANCE ISSUE. 


An inquiry into the’ fire at 35, 
Statinton Street, | commenced 
before Mr. Schofleld at the Central 
Police Court yesterday afternoon 
with the assistance of a jury com- 
IL, RL B. Hancock 
(foreman), R. H.W. Oliver and 
Li Kam-fat., , 

Inspector F..Shaftain conduct 
ed the proceedings on behalf of 
the Police and informed the Court 
that of the four people on tho

pital, but unfortunately one of 
these witnesses had died carly 
yesterday = morning. Tho other

In roply to Mr. Hi. J. Armslvong, 
who watched the proceedings” . 4 
behalf of Wong’ Chau, the fire 
erackor morehant who . occupled’ 
the ground and first floors, wit- 
noxs safd that when Wong went 
into the premises the insurance 

remium was not increased. He 
had not notifted the Insurance 
company that Wong Chau Kee was 
also a cracker merchant, as he 
himself was not aware of the fact, 
although he knew Wong yolu joss 
paper and used the bagemont as 
a store. - 

Inspector Shaftain informed 
tho Court that joss paper’ and 
crackers were mentioned on the 
Insurance policy, evidence | of 
which couldsbe given if desired. 


Shopkeeper's Evidence. 


Wong Chau said he was the 
proprietor of the Chau Kee Joas- 
paper shop which until the fire 
occupled the ground flour of No, 
$6, Staunton Street, in nddition to 
the basement and first floor. 

Up till July of last year, he had 
occupied No. 387, an adjoining 
building. Ie then moved to No. 
35, the ground floor of which ha 
first occupied, while retaining his 
godown at No, $4, acrosa the way. 
Then as sickness occurred — fre- 
quently in the family, and he suf- 
fering from a bad ley, he decided 
to move his gudown too, and so 
moved all. his goods into the first 
floor of Nao, 35, which then served 
as the new podown.

Continuing, witness said that 
the rent was about the same. The 
yoods were Insured with an in- 
surance — firm — represented = by 
Messrs. Gilman & Co, to the ex- 
tent of $8,000, and with the Chun 
Sing Insurance Co. (a Chinese 
concern) to the extent of $2,000, 
His stock was valued at a little

No Manufacture. 


He denicd that any fire-crackers 
wore befng manufactured on tho 
first floor itsclf, or In any other 
portion of the premises occupied 
by. him. The firecrackers he sald, 
were usually unpacked on the 
ground floor, but never on the 
first floor, He received his last 
condignment of firecrackers some- 
time between May 26 and June 56, 
nud unpacked one of the ecnses 
about 10 days before the fire. 
They were of the Chungshan 
Hung brand-a brand in which he 
had previously, dealt. 

He denied having dealt in’ any 
new brand, other than the ones 
she-had been dealing in for years, 

Ne wan in the shop when the 
fire broke put. The first thing he 
notieed was a bright reflection in 
the street, this being followed: al- 
most immediately by flames issu- 
ing from the verandah of the 
‘first floor, above the doorwny of 
tho shop. He heard no noise or 
sound before that happened. On 
account of his lame leg, he could 
walk but slowly out into the street 
from where he “raised the ‘alarm, 
He continued to watch the flames 
until someone told him to run 
away for his life. He then went 
to nm monastery near-by with the 
intention of using the telephone 
and recalling oo number of his 
fokis from a dinner-party in the 
Chung Hwa Restaurant, but found 
he could not do 80, as there were 
a aumber of policemen before him 
who were communicating with the 
Fire Station. He next went te 
No. 34, from where he watched 
the fire, from across the street, 
until it was finally extinguished. 
He did not see anyone jump from 
the first floor, there being a large 
number of people obstructing his 
view, . 


Electric Wiring. 


There were four people on the 
first floor when the fire broke out, 
these being his- daughter Wong 
Chiu-lin and three school friends 
who were visiting her. - 

Replying to Inspector Shaftain, 
witness’ said* the ‘upproximate 
value of his stock on the’ first 
floor was $3,000, but denied that 
as much as 80 per cent. of that 
sum wag represented by fire-crac- 
kers. ‘Each of the 34 boxes of 
firecrackers stacked underneath 
the staifease, contained 175 puc- 
kets. Each packet contained 20 
strings, and each string had about 
60 individual crackers, Altogether, 
he agreed, the total number ° of 
crackers' in those 34 boxes was 
175,000, weighing a ton-and-a- 
half. 

The crackers were imported 
from Hunan, but some came from 
Canton. He denied having put 
his own special labels on those 
crackers to make the quality dis- 
tinctive to his customers, but ad- 
mitted that in the case of the 
longer strings, of-the type used 
for ceremonial purposes, he had 
his nume to them 

Witness described the electrit 
installation on the first: floor and 
declared that no wiring came Into 
contact with the two cupboards.

Police Court trial of 
Graclano Bilas, charged with the 
murder of Chan King-yue, chief 
Chinese carpenter of the Empress | 
of Canada, in connexion with an 
‘fray which occurred recently on 
board while tho liner wos between 
Honolulu and Yokohama, and in 
which another Chinese waa killed 
and 20 others persons Injured, 
was concluded before Mr. Williams 
this morning. - 

Dr, PF. Court, giving evidence 
regarding « post-mortem cxamina- 
tlon he made of the embalmed re- 
mating of the dead man af the Kow- 
loon Morgue,deacribed the position 
of the stab wound, which he said, 
had penetrated the ‘heart, ond caus- 
ed death, The wound, — half-an- 
inch wide, could have been caused 
by the larger of the two blades In 
the knife oxhibited in Court, 

After formal evidence had been 
ajven by Detective Sub-Inspector 
Elaton and by Sergeant Kellett with 
reyard to identification of the re- 
mains and the disposition of the 
body, the accused was cautioned and 
asked If he had any statement to 
make before being committed, 

Bilas made a statement as fol- 
lows: "L was passenger and 
Japanese threatencd to throw me 
overboard. [understood they were 
talking against me © understood 
that when we reached Yokohama, 
they would tle me up with a plece 
of rope and throw me overbourd, 
[had no knife of my awn, since the 
one Thad given to a Japanese boy 
when [left Honolulu. At the time, 
the Japanese were trying to at- 
tack me, A Filipino ‘friend yave 
mea knife and 1 started to stab 
them all.” 

Bilas was then committed to 
stand his trial at the next Sessions.
